NOVEMBER SALES REPORTS, and practically all of 
them are in, seem to indicate that the fall announce- 
ment of new models has been vindicated. People are 
buying cars now as they never did before in this 
season of the year and in consequence the assembly lines 
are grinding out the new stuff at a pace that enables 
dea’ers to fill orders promptly. This demand, it seems to 
me, will keep up for another couple of months anyway. 
There may be a slow-up in sales late in January and 
possibly February, following which will come the spring 
selling season opening in late March. That slow time 
ought to be only an interlude, for indications are that 
spring buying will be brisk. But even if this lull occurs, 
the breathing spell is going to give the factories a chance 
to stock the dealers for the busy spell after March. Yes, 
the outlook is bright, with the only guessing being what 
will happen in January and February. Still, the industry 
should not fear this. 
* * * 

LOOKING OVER the reports on November, one finds 
verification of the above prediction. For instance, the 
AMA report, which does not include Ford, shows that 
factory shipments in November were the largest of any 
previous new-model announcement month, a count of 
295,927 as against the previous high of 269,812 in January, 
1929. I haven’t heard anything from Dearborn, but I 
guess I am not far off in my reckoning if I add about 
another 100,000 on that to get the full count for November 
for the industry as a whole. 

” * + 

GENERAL MOTORS reports 136,859 sales to consum- 
ers for all its units in November, while their dealers 
accepted delivery of 147,849. Of course, both these counts 
were considerably higher than in October—with consumer 
sales being twice that. Chevrolet was a big contributor 
with its 91,959. Oldsmobile chipped in with approximately 
16,000. Pontiac had 14,148 and Buick 13,333. I haven't 
received the reports from the Chrysler units as yet, but I 
know by grapevine telegraph that Plymouth, Dodge, 
Chrysler and De Soto are running high temperatures on 
sales right now and that their November must have 
smashed many of the corporation’s records. The same 
thing might be said about Hudson and Terraplane. Bill 
Tracy tells me that his November factory shipments were 
the largest for any month of 1935, totaling 13,020, includ- 
ing Canadian and export shipments. And there has been 
no slackening of demand and the plants are running at 
the rate of more than 700 units a day. 


* * * 


MAX GILMAN, AT PACKARD, says his sales outlets 
delivered 5,235 units last month, the best November in 
Packard history since 1928. And Gilman gets a lot of 
satisfaction out of being able to report that since Jan. 1 
and up to Dec. 1 the plant has produced and shipped 
46,377, of which number 6,333 were the larger and higher 
priced models. This last count seems to confirm what 
the column has contended—that the market for the 
quality stuff shows a remarkable pickup, proving that big 
money again is buying high-priced cars.

OTHERS, TOO, have been hanging on to the pace- 
maker. Hupmobile had something like 1,200 sales last 
month and they tell me at the factory that this could 
have been doubled if production had kept up to demand. 
Graham, while not giving any definite November figures, 
boasts that orders for the Supercharger already exceed 
the entire year’s production of the 1935 model. George 
Keller, at Studebaker, is speeding up his production be- 
cause of demand. At Chicago he told me that if he had 
7,000 more cars built at that time he could have delivered 
them all and still not meet the demand. And I guess he 
still is pushing production to keep his dealers satisfied.

NASH AND LAFAYETTE haven't given me the fig- 
ures for November, but again the grapevine telegraph 
clicks out the dope that Kenosha is on the band wagon 
that is bringing the industry into big business. Roy 
Faulkner is hitting high spots with the new Cord front- 
drive and plans 1,000 shipments for January. Ralph 
Archer is moving an extra quota of Willys-Overlands.

96,000 Output is Above Last Week; 390,000 November Estimate Holds; 
AMA Reports Highest Nov. Production in History with 295,927 Units;

Production of new cars and trucks during 
the week ended Dec. 7 held a steady pace 
and increased somewhat from the previous 
week when the Thanksgiving holiday cut 
into normal operation. For the week just 
closed, production is placed at approximately 96,000 units 
against 85,000 in the preceding week. For November the 
estimate of 390,000 units made last week still stands. 
Partial corroboration of this estimate is contained in the 
figures released by the Automobile Manufacturers’ Assn.
